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What is claimed is:

)iodegradable polymer; and 
a water soluble polymer, 
'wherein the film is breathable and has a water vapor 
' transmission rate greater than about 500 g/m 2 /24hrs. 

2. The film of Claim 1, wherein the^biodegradable 
polymer is an aliphatic polyester. 

3 . The film of Claim 1 , wherein the biod&gradable 
polymer is selected from the group cop^isting of polycaprolactone, 
polybutylene succinate, polyj^butylene succinate-adipate), 
polylactic acid, terpolymers of ^^ephthalic acid, adipic acid, and 
1,4-butanediol, and copolymer's and mixtures thereof 

4. The/film of Claim 1, wherein the water soluble 
polymer is selected^rrom the group consisting of polyethylene 
oxide, polyethylene glycol, polyvinyl alcohol, and copolymers and 
mixtures therec 
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5. The film of Claim 1, wherein the water soluble 
polymer is polyethylene oxide, polyethylene glycol or a copolymer 
thereof-
